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PREFACE 



The purpose of the "Handbook of Scientific and Technical Societies 
of the United States and Canada" is to present a directory to those 
societies, associations, and similar organizations in the natural sciences 
and related fields that contribute to the advancement of knowledge 
through their meetings, publications, and other resources. 

In addition to organizations concerned with the natural sciences and 
technology, a number of more general organizations and special institu- 
tions supporting scientific research have been included, as well as the 
constituent or affiliated societies of the three other national research 
councils of the United States — the American Council of Learned So- 
cieties, the American Council on Education, and the Social Science 
Research Council. Certain of the trade associations which are active in 
research are also included. No attempt has been made to name other 
scholarly organizations outside the fields of the natural sciences and 
technology, but reference is made in the Appendix, page 345, to several 
lists of organizations which will direct the users of this compilation to 
sources of information concerning societies not given here. Agencies 
of the Federal Government, organizations directly controlled by univer- 
sities, foundations which utilize their resources for research through 
grants rather than in the direct conduct of research, and industrial re- 
search laboratories are, in general, not included in this directory. The 
information in this directory has been furnished by the societies. 

The present edition of the Handbook contains data for 1269 organiza- 
tions for the United States and its dependencies (including Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, the Panama Canal Zone, and the Philippine Islands), and 
*43 organizations for Canada. The first edition, issued in 1927, con- 
tained 709 organizations for the United States and 74 for Canada ; the 
second edition, 1930, 793 and 91 respectively; and the third edition, 
1937. 930 and 143. 

Indexes to both the United States and the Canadian sections provide 
a subject classification of the activities, purposes, and research funds of 
the societies and institutions, the periodicals mentioned, and changes of 
name in societies and institutions as reported in each case under the 
heading "History." A personnel index has been added to this edition 
for the officers of the organizations included. 

Only serial publications of the societies are listed, since bibliographical 
information concerning special publications would have occupied more 
space than could be given in the Handbook. When no information as to 
the number for the 1941 volume of certain active publications could be 
found, a dash after the number and date indicates that it is currently 
issued. 
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In such a compilation as this it is impossible to prevent some of the 
information, such as the names of secretaries and presidents of a number 
of societies in which elections have recently occurred, from being out of 
date by the time of publication or soon thereafter. The information here 
presented was — in most cases — provided during the period from July i, 
1941, to January 15, 1942. Information from organizations concerning 
the election of new officers will be welcomed by the Council. 

The National Research Council is grateful to all those who have co- 
operated in the preparation of this book by furnishing information con- 
cerning the organizations listed; without this assistance the list could 
not have been prepared. It is a pleasure to acknowledge the cooperation 
of the National Research Council of Canada, which, through its Research 
Plans and Publications Section, took over the compilation of data for 
Canadian organizations.

The labora- 
tories are divided into the following principal 
departments: Organic Chemistry, Physical 
Chemistry, Electrochemistry, Non-ferrous Met- 
allurgy, Ferrous Metallurgy, Physical Metal- 
lurgy, Foundry Metallurgy, Ore Dressing, Coal 
and Other Materials Preparation, Ceramics in- 
cluding Refractories, Fuels, Fuels Chemistry, 
Applied Physics, and Industrial Surveys. Both 
with its own funds and in cooperation with in- 
dustrial sponsors, the Institute finances the 
post-scholastic training of young men who have 
shown exceptional aptitude for research. The 
Research Associates are assigned fundamental 
or general investigations in metallurgy, fuels, 
chemistry, physics, physical chemistry, or cera- 
mics. For a year or two they work full time, 
under the supervision of the technical staff, 
with a view to the discovery and publication 
of information that will be useful to science and 
industry. The purpose is to supplement aca- 
demic training with experience in a research 
organization, thus developing highly trained 
men for industrial research.

Mechanical Engineers, the Society of Automo- 
tive Engineers, the Institute of the Aeronautical 
Sciences, and the previous recipients of the Medal. 
Sylvanus Albert Reed Award, endowed 
through a bequest to the Institute of the Aero- 
nautical Sciences in 1933 by the late Dr. S. A. 
Reed, a Founder Member of the Institute, to 
provide an honorarium of $250 and a certificate 



of award for a notable contribution to the 
aeronautical sciences resulting from experimen- 
tal or theoretical investigations, the beneficial 
influence of which on the development of prac- 
tical aeronautics is apparent ; awarded annually 
by the Fellows of the Institute. Octave Cha- 
nute Award, established by the Institute in 
1939 to honor the memory of Octave Chanute, 
pioneer American aeronautical investigator, by 
providing a certificate of award for a notable 
contribution made by a pilot to the aeronautical 
sciences ; awarded annually by the Committee 
of Award. Lawrence Sperry Award, en- 
dowed by a gift to the Institute in 1936 by the 
brothers and sister of the late Lawrence Sperry, 
pioneer aviator, designer, and builder of air- 
craft, inventor and adapter of instrument aids 
to flying, to provide an honorarium of $250 and 
a certificate of award to be presented for a no- 
table contribution made by a young man to the 
advancement of aeronautics; awarded annually 
bv the Board of Award. John Jeffries Award, 
honors the memory of Dr. John Jeffries, an 
American physician who, with Blanchard the 
French balloonist, made the first aerial voyage 
across the English Channel in 1785 and on a 
previous voyage made the earliest recorded 
scientific observations from the air; estab- 
lished by the Institute in 1940 to give recogni- 
tion to the importance to aviation of scientific 
endeavor in the field of medicine, by providing a 
certificate of award for outstanding contribu- 
tions to the advancement of aeronautics through 
medical research ; awarded annually by the Com- 
mittee of Award. Robert M. Losey Award, 
honors the memory of Captain Robert Moffatt 
Losey, a member of the Institute and a meteoro- 
logical officer of the Air Corps, who was killed 
at Dombas, Norway, April 21, 1940, while serv- 
ing as an official observer for the United States 
Army, the first officer in the service of the 
United States to die in the War in Europe ; 
established by the Institute in 1940 to provide a 
certificate of award in recognition of outstand- 
ing contributions to the science of meteorology 
as applied to aeronautics; awarded annually 
by the Committee of Award. Lectures: The 
Wright Brothers Lecture, presented each 
year on December 17th, the anniversary of the 
first airplane flight made by the Wright broth- 
ers, is endowed by the Vernon Lynch Fund of

orarium of $250 for the lecturer. The lecturers 
are distinguished aeronautical scientists who are 
chosen by a Board consisting of those Ameri- 
cans who have delivered the Wilbur Wright 
Memorial Lecture of the Royal Aeronautical 
Society of Great Britain, and whenever possible, 
they are Americans and foreigners on alternate 
years.

Benjamin 
Apthorp Gould Fund, capital $20,000, estab- 
lished 1807 by Miss Alice Gould in memory of 
her father, for the prosecution of researches in 
astronomy by assisting such observers and in- 
vestigators in such manner and in such sums as 
shall be agreed upon by a cooptative board of 
three directors, of whom two at least must be 
members of the Academy. Barnard Medal, 
for meritorious services to science, bequeathed 
by the will of F. A. P. Barnard, who died in 
1801, to Columbia University to provide for a 
gold medal to be awarded at the close of every 
quinquennial period to such person, whether a 
citizen of the United States or of any other 
country, as shall have made within the five 
years next preceding, such discovery in physical 
or astronomical science, or such novel applica- 
tion of science to purposes beneficial to the 
human race, as in the judgment of the National 
Academy of Sciences shall be esteemed most 
worthy of such honor. Wolcott Gibbs Fund, 
capital $s,S4S- The sum of $2,600 was presented 
to Dr. Gibbs on his seventieth birthday, Feb- 
ruary, 1892, the income to be devoted to the 
prosecution of chemical research. The fund 
was given by Dr. Gibbs to the Academy in 
trust, the administration to be vested in a coop- 
tative board of three directors, two of whom 
must be members of the Academy. The capital 
was increased in 1913 by a bequest of Morris 
Loeb amounting to $2,500. Cyrus B. Com- 
stocx Fund, capital $15,000, established 1907 
by gift of Cyrus Comstock to advance knowl- 



edge in electricity, magnetism, and radiant energy 
by the giving of money prizes for important 
investigations or discoveries, to be known as 
the Comstock Prize and to be awarded every 
five years to the bona fide resident of North 
America who not less than one year nor more 
than six years before shall have made in the 
judgment of the Trustee (the Academy) the 
most important discovery or investigation in 
electricity, magnetism, or radiant energy.

Established 191 1 by Sir John Murray for the 
purpose of founding an Alexander Acassiz 
Gold Medal to be awarded to scientific men in 
any part of the world in recognition of outstand- 
ing original contributions to the science of 
oceanography. Marcellus Hartley Fund, 
capital $1,200, established 1913 by Mrs. Helen 
Hartley Jenkins in honor of her father, to pro- 
vide for a gold medal to be awarded for emi- 
nence in the application of science to the public 
welfare. To the original gift of $1,500 the 
donor added $1,100 the following year, and 
from the total of $2,600 about $1,400 was ex- 
pended for the design and other expenses con- 
nected with the medal, which is known as the 
Public Welfare Medal Daniel Giraud El- 
liot Fund, capital $8,000, established 1917 by 
Miss Margaret Elliot in accord with the desire 
of her father, for a medal to be known as the 
Daniel Giraud Elliot Gold Medal which, to- 
gether with an accompanying diploma and an 
unexpended balance of income for the year, is 
awarded annually to the author of such paper, 
essay, or other work upon some branch of zool- 
ogy or paleontology published during the year. 
Billings Fund, capital $23,748, established 
1914 by Mrs. Mary Draper in honor of John 
Shaw Billings, to be used for the partial sup- 
port of the Proceedings or for such other pur- 
poses as the Academy may select.

History: Founded by Act of Congress ap- 
proved August 10, 1846, in accordance with the 
bequest of James Smithson, of London, England. 
The statutory members of the Establishment are 
the President of the United States, the Vice 
President, the Chief Justice, and the heads of 
Executive Departments. The business of the 
Institution is conducted by a Board of Regents, 
consisting of the Vice President and the Chief 
Justice of the United States as ex -officio mem- 
bers, three members of the Senate, three mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, and six 
citizens, two of whom shall be resident in the 
City of Washington and the other four shall 
be inhabitants of some state, but no two of them 
of the same state. The following institutions 
and bureaus, for the maintenance of which the 
congress proviaes oy annual appropriations are 
under the direction of the Institution: U. S. 
National Museum, National Collection of Fine 
Arts, Bureau of American Ethnology, Interna- 
tional Exchange Service, National Zoological 
Park, Astrophysical Observatory. The Institu- 
tion also directs the Freer Gallery of Art and 
the Division of Radiation and Organisms, which 
are supported mainly by private funds. The 
new National Gallery of Art, presented to the 
Nation by the late Andrew W. Mellon and 
opened to the public in March, 1941, was des- 
ignated a bureau of the Smithsonian Institution, 
but is administered by a separate Board of 
Trustees. References: The Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, 1846-1896: The History of Its First

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ton, 1897. The Smithsonian Institution, Jour- 
nals of the Board of Regents, Reports of Com- 
mittees, Statistics, etc., edited by W. J. Rhces, 
issued as Smithsonian Miscellaneous Collec- 
tions, vol. 18, 1879.

Object: The increase and diffusion of knowl- 
edge among men. 

Library: The main library of the Institution 
was deposited in 1866 in the Library of Con- 
gress, and is known as the Smithsonian Deposit. 
There are also maintained in the Institution and 
its branches nine major and thirty-five minor 
library units. The total number of volumes, 
books, and pamphlets contained in the entire 
Smithsonian library is about 908,000. 

Research funds, medals, etc.: The permanent 
funds of the Institution (exclusive of the Freer 
endowment) amount to about $2,197,600, of 
which $1,000,000 bears interest at six percent. 
It is derived from the Smithson endowment, 
with savings and interest and subsequent gifts 
and bequests, notably those of Thomas G. Hodg- 
kins, John A. Roebling, Mrs. Virginia Purdy 
Bacon, and James Arthur. Grants are made 
by the Institution for various explorations and 
investigations; in particular, the income from 
the Hodgkins Fund, capital $100,000, is used 
to promote the study of the nature and prop- 
erties of atmospheric air in connection with the 
welfare of man, by grants-in-aid of researches, 
by the award of the Hodgkins Gold Medal for 
important contributions to knowledge in this 
field, and by the award of the Langley Gold 
Medal for specially meritorious investigations in 
connection with the science of aerodromics and 
its application to aviation. The Roebling Fund 
is used for the care, improvement, and increase 
of the Roebling collection of minerals ; the Vir- 
ginia Purdy Bacon Fund, for a traveling 
scholarship to investigate fauna of countries 
other than the United States; and the James 
Arthur Fund, for investigations and study of 
the sun and an annual lecture on the sun. The 
Arthur Lecture is delivered each year at the 
Institution by an outstanding authority on some 
phase of solar research. 

Publications: Smithsonian Contributions to 
Knowledge, 1-35, 1848-1916; restricted to the 
publication of positive additions to human 
knowledge resting on original research, each 
memoir has a special title-page and is issued 
separately in advance of the volume of which it 
forms a part.

eral appendix giving a record of the progress in 
different branches of knowledge, compiled 
largely from journals in foreign languages and 
the transactions of learned societies throughout 
the world, each paper being issued also as a 
reprint. The papers issued in the first two 
series are distributed without charge to public 
libraries, educational establishments, learned 
societies and specialists in this country and 
abroad, and are supplied to other institutions 
and individuals at varied prices. The Report, 
and reprints from it, are distributed gratuitously 
to libraries and individuals throughout the world. 
In addition to its regular series of publications, 
the Institution issues special publications, in- 
cluding its annual exploration pamphlet in which 
are presented brief preliminary accounts of the 
explorations and field-work of the preceding 
year written in a semipopular style. No general 
mailing list of individuals is maintained. 

U. S. National Museum 

Alexander Wetmore, Assistant Secretary, 
in charge 

History: By its Act of Incorporation 1846, 
the Smithsonian Institution was made the cus- 
todian and the only lawful place of deposit of 
all objects of art and of foreign and curious re- 
search and all objects of natural history, plants, 
and geological and mineralogical specimens be- 
longing to the United States. In 1858, the col- 
lections of the Wilkes Exploring Expedition 
and of various government surveys were trans- 
ferred from the Patent Office to the Institution 
and appropriation was made by the Congress 
for their care and maintenance. The name 
"National Museum" first appears in an Act of 
Congress in 1875, although it had then been in 
popular use for several years. In 1876, at the 
close of the Centennial Exposition at Philadel- 
phia, large collections from the exhibits of for- 
eign governments were secured for the museum 
and the Congress made provision for the erec- 
tion of a separate building, which was opened 
to the public in 1881. This building is now 
occupied by the historical collections and the 
Department of Engineering and Industries. A 
new building, provided for in 1903 and occupied 
in 1912, now houses the natural history collec- 
tions, comprising anthropology, biology, and 
geology, and, temporarily, the National Collec- 
tion of Fine Arts. 

Object: Preservation of national collections, 
researches, and the diffusion of knowledge. 

Library: Over 216,000 volumes and pam- 
phlets on general science, natural history, travel, 
and technology.

History: Organized 1879, when the archives, 
records, and materials relating to the Indians 
of North America, collected by the Geographi- 
cal and Geological Survey of the Rocky Moun- 
tain region, were transferred from the Depart- 
ment of the Interior to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, under an Act of Congress approved 
March 3 of that year.

Object: The collection and dissemination by 
publication of information relating to the ab- 
ongines 01 America.

International Exchange Service 
C. G. Abbot, Secretary, in charge

tion of $3,000 for the International Exchanges. 
This appropriation has been increased annually 
with the growth of the Exchange Service. Pres- 
ent appropriation about $50,000. 

Object: The official exchange with foreign 
countries of parliamentary documents, depart- 
mental documents, and miscellaneous scientific 
and literary publications. The number of for- 
eign depositories that received sets of United 
States official documents in 1941 was 104.

National Zoological Park 
William M. Mann, Director 

History: Founded through the interest of 
former Secretary Samuel P. Langley. In 1889, 
the Congress appropriated $200,000 for the pur- 
chase of land to be laid out as a National Zoo- 
logical Park and to be placed under the direction 
of the Smithsonian Institution.

The regular appropria- 
tion for 1940 made by Congress for the main- 
tenance of the Park was $237,060.

Pending provi- 
sion of laboratories, activities of the Council 
were directed towards the coordination of re- 
search activities in the universities, Government 
departments, and industry; the post-graduate 
training of research workers; and the prosecu- 
tion of research through grants-in-aid. These 
functions are being continued. Temporary 
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laboratories were established in 1929. Construc- 
tion of the National Research Building, begun 
in 1930, was completed and the building was 
opened in 1932. The new structure cost ap- 
proximately $3,000,000. The temporary labora- 
tories were retained for aeronautical and shop 
work until better facilities could be provided 
for the expansion of the work of the Council in 
various fields as might be required. For this 
purpose a new site of 125 acres outside the city 
was acquired in 1939 and several new buildings 
erected thereon were occupied in 1941. The 
initial development of this new property was to 
furnish more adequate accommodation for the 
Division of Mechanical Engineering and to pro- 
vide space for field experiments for the Division 
of Biology and Agriculture. Additional facili- 
ties for other divisions will also be made avail- 
able from time to time as required, but at pres- 
ent new developments are being restricted to 
projects which have a direct bearing on the war 
effort. In addition to the activities of the lab- 
oratories, the Council maintains a Codes and 
Specifications Section, and a scientific library 
and technical information service, in a Re- 
search Plans and Publications Section with 
S. J. Cook, Officer-in-Charge. There are lab- 
oratory divisions in biology and agriculture, 
W. H. Cook, Director ; chemistry, E. W. R. 
Steacie, Director ; mechanical engineering, in- 
cluding aeronautics and hydraulics, J. H. Parkin, 
Director; physics and electrical engineering, 
R. W. Boyle, Director. In July, 1939, the staff 
consisted of 308 persons, of whom about one- 
third were trained scientists. War require- 
ments have greatly increased the personnel of 
the Council ; towards the end of 1941 there were 
nearly 900 persons on the rolls. Associate com- 
mittees provide an important link between the 
Council and the general public. There are 
about thirty of these committees, whose func- 
tion is to direct cooperative research within the 
fields assigned to each, to settle the objectives, 
indicate the organizations which should under- 
take the several component parts of an inquiry, 
and coordinate the results. The Council also 
cooperates with the various departments of the 
Dominion Government in the prosecution of 
scientific work, including the Department of 
National Defence and the Department of Muni- 
tions and Supply to which the entire facilities 
of the Council are available for the investigation 
of scientific problems related to Canada's war 
effort. 

Object: To undertake in such a way as may 
be deemed advisable: to promote the utiliza- 
tion of the natural resources of Canada ; re- 
searches with the object of improving the tech- 
nical processes and methods which may promote 
the expansion of existing or the development of 
new industries; researches with the view of 
utilizing the waste products of said industries; 
the investigation and determination of standards 



and methods of measurements including length, 
volume, weight, mass, capacity, time, heat, 
light, electricity, magnetism, and other forms of

of the products of, the industries making such 
a request; researches, the object of which is to 
improve conditions in agriculture; to have 
charge of, and direction or supervision over, re- 
searches which may be undertaken, under con- 
ditions to be determined in each case, by or for 
single industrial firms, or by such organiza- 
tions or persons, as may desire to avail them- 
selves of the facilities offered for this purpose; 
to have charge of all matters affecting scien- 
tific and industrial research in Canada which 
may be assigned to it by the Committee of the 
Privy Council on Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search, and to advise the committee on ques- 
tions of scientific and technological methods 
affecting Canadian industries or the utilization 
of the natural resources of Canada.
